Tun revelations made before the Cook 
County grand jury concerning the financial 
and business methods of the Brighton School 
Board call attention opportunely to the ne- 
cessity for an amendment or the scuiool laws 
so as to provide for a better system of ac- 
counting for public moneys levied for school 
purposes and for the location of responsibili- 
ty for such expenditures as are made. The 
Brighton board is by no means the worst in 
the suburban districts. In the Town of Jef- 
ferson in the early part of the week three 
school directors were eompelled to resign 
under charges of malfeasance. Some months 
ago Tun Trisune called attention to the 
squandering of tens of thousands of dollars 
of the taxpayers’ money by petty school 
boards in Lake and Hyde Park, and direct- 
ors at South Chicago came into court and 
pleaded guilty to indictments charging pub- 
lic plunder. The loosely drawn, unmethod- 
ical schooi laws encourage pilfering. There 
are a number of petty school boards in each 
township of various degrees of irresponsi bil- 
ity enjoying high taxing power. In the 
suburban district a majority of the members 
of some of the boards are propertyiess 
adventurers. The property-owners are 
non-residents, the valuation is high, 
and the school directors, not 
having to pay any of the taxes themselves, 
levy to the full extent allowed by the law—2 
per cent for school and 8 per cent for build- 
ing purposes. The consequence is, the tax 
for education, socalled, in the suburban 
districts is double the amount of all other 
taxes, State, county, and municipal com- 
bined. The laws should be amended so as to 


check up this gross extravagance. There 


ought to be not more than one school board 
for each township, and this board shoald be 
governed by such statutory regulations as 
apply to the County Board to prevent waste 
and financial irregularities. In the mean- 
time Judge Longenecker is doing good work 
in pushing the prosecution of the suburban 
boodlers. He will not stop with the Brighton 
case. 


THE CHICAGO POST-OFFICE. 

The Democrats are in sore straits over the 
principal source of local power. It was the 
good fortune of the Republican Administra- 
won to consider the Post-Office purely an in 
stitution belonging to the entire public, to be 
conducted exclusively on business principles, 
and to have no relation, as an entity, to 
party politics, persons employed in it being 
expected to give their attention and time first 
and thoroughly to public business. The as- 
sault of the local Democracy upon its desks 
was inspired from the beginning bya different 
consciousness. They wanted the salaries and 
they wanted to use the morai as well us 
the financial charactef of the institution as 


an instrument in local politics. Every fac- 


tion of a faction-divided party yearned for 
the Post-Office. Every clique reached after 
its substance and its shadow. It would have 
been impossible for Mr. Cleveland to have 
appointed any man from the party ranks and 
satisfied the ranks. The dissatisfaction ensu- 
ing upon the appointment of Mr. Judd was not 
limited as time passed to his party. The en- 
tire public became dissatisfied. The swarms 
of incapable and unfit men with whom it was

The dilemma of the Administration in the 
removal of Mr. Judd is greater than the 
original one of his appomtment. Pressure 
was brought upon the department to appoint 
Mr. Onahan, who was a sulker in 1884, and 
regarded Mr. Cleveland as unfit on moral 
grounds to be President. He never raised a 
hand for him in the campaign and couid not 
have had the daring to ask a clerkship at 
Washington when, contrary to his expecta- 
tion, Mr. Cleveland was installed. Mr. Ona- 
han, indeed, had so manipulated his 
personal politics as to be m a posi- 
tion to ask tavor from Mr. Blaine.

“tion law, which provides that a new gen- 


eral registration shall be made by the Board 
of Registry (the election judges in each pre- 
cinect) prior to, and for, each Presidential 
election, in the same way as required for the 
first registramon under the act. The old 
registration does netcount. It has ceased to 
have effect. The names cannot be trans- 
ferred from the old registry books to the 
new ones. Voters who desire to exercise 
their franchise must present themselves at 
the polling places in their respective pre- 
cincts either the 9th of October or the 16th 
of that month in order that they may vote 
telection-day. They cannot register by proxy 
any more than they can vote by proxy. 

Many members of the Campaign Commit- 
tee will remember that it required a great 
deal of labor and exertion to impress on the 
voters the necessity for personal attention to 
the matter of registration when the new elec- 
tion law went into effect. All this work will 
have to be done overagain. The average 
voter is apt to forget his duties in this matter 
until it is too late. It requires earnest effort 
on the part of the committeemen and the 
ward organizations to keep his memory re- 
freshed on this point. 

It is high time the Campaign Committee 
should organize for action in this matter. 
The ward clubs ought to be called together 
promptly, and measures should be taken to 
arouse the voters to a sense of their duties 
and their obligations under the law. Regis- 
tration committees ought to be organized in 
every precinct of Chicago, Ryde Park, Lake, 
Lake View, Cicero, and Jefferson. On the 
effectiveness of such organization the magni- 
tude of the Republican majority in this coun- , 
ty and in the State will depend. Republicans 
should remember that in this matter they are 


at a disadvantage as compared with the Dem- 


ocrats. The latter are represented by two 
judges and two clerks in the majority of the 
precincts. In hundreds of precincts—th rough 
the peculiar tactics of the pseudo-labor rep- 
resentatives on the Election Board—the Re- 
publicans have but one judgo. The local Re- 
publican leaders must be prompt and zealous 
in urging on the voters of the party the ne- 
ceasity of personal attention to registration 
the 9th and 16tn of October.

LIFE IN A COFFIN. 

That was a remarkable interview Dr. Tan- 
per had with a Turo writer. Not long 
ago Dr. Hammond answered in the negative 
the question is death a necessity; now Dr. 
Tanner proceeds with charming complacency 
to show that life would be a luxury in a cof- 
fin. Dr. Tanner has long since demorstrated 
that food is not indispensable for life except 
in much smaller quantities and at longer in- 
tervals than most of mankind are accustomed 
to take it, His famous fast had 3 quaint 
bearing on the subject far removed from its 
primary purpose; it was a refutation from 


physics of the claim by skeptics that the 


fast of forty days in the desert as recorded 
in Scripture was impossible, except as 3 
miracle. Dr. Tanner places it upon another 
basis, not supernatural, but natural and 
moral. He would call it merely a triumph of 
will, a victory, prolonged and crusting, of 
mind over matter. . 

the day may come, Dr. Tanner told Tun 
TRIBUNE writer, whep, as gayly as Frencis 
the First was wont to spring into his mount 
in the forest of Fontainebleau and canter off 
in the smiles of Diane de Poitiers, he will 
step into a coffin, have it hermetically sealed, 
and remain there, occupied wholly with his 
own meditatious, for a term whose limit he 
bas not yet fixed, When, satisfied with the 
period of seclusion, he taps upon the smiling 
glass cover, an attendant—should one hap 
pen to be about—will reverse the screws and 
he will step out. Should not an attendant be 
present, he will probably reverse the screws 
by his own will power and proceed to eat his 
dinner with a regret that dining should still 
remain a vulgar but necessary institution in 
a world whose will power has not been suffl- 
ciently developed. 

The possibilities suggested by hibernating 
in air-tight coffins are alluring. Not to be 
required to talk; not to be compelled to dress 
for dinner or to eat it; neither to pay money 
out for carriages nor to need to take any in for 
other expenses; to escape bores, te bear no 
Presidential politics, to be spared tariff 
twaddie, fisheries buncombe, and campaign 
literature with all its falsehood and all its 
paltriness; to hear no sermous, neither make 
nor receive visits, be not solicited for mis- 
sionary subscriptions, nor asked to serve 
on church committees, opens before the 
wearied mind a vista of delights which it 
was worth Dr. Tanner's while to invent, 
even if his.wili power prove inadequate to a 
personal realization of them. The coffin 
would be equally attractive as a summer re- 
sort and a winter resort. The temperature 
of an air-tight private box in which the oc- 
cupant might enjoy all the distinction of the 
late King of Bavaria, who, screened from ob- 
servation, had dramas performed for his sole 
enjoyment, could be regulated coubtiess by 
a tiny appliance which Edison would prompt- 
ly supply at tne doctor’s request. Of course 
one could go to the theatres in his coffin. 

Instead, therefore, of scurrying away to 
the mountains and gathering in hot colonies 
at seaside spa, the denizens of the city could 
simply step into their air-tight coffins and 
remain for their usual vacation periods. 
Most would prefer to take some good reading 
with them. Say Horace, Sappho, Montaigne, 
Tom Moore, Hedman, Austin Dobson, Long- 
fellow as the charmers of their afternoons; 
with such light and pleasing fiction, not de- 
ticient in true human feeling, as Mrs. Wool- 
son’s “Anne,” Hardy’s “A Pair of Blue 
Eyes,” May Laffan’s Hogan, M. P.,“ 
Blanche Willis Howard’s “Guenn,” with 
something by Thackeray, at leastone of Bal- 
zac’s, Victor Hugo’s poems for sublime’ mo- 
ments, and Wordsworth for the intervals 
when the intellect will be partly sus- 
pended and gentle somnolence may dally 
with not too penetrative verse. eavy 
reading should not, of course, be put into the 
vacation coin. Robert Elsmere” is not to 
be recommended; and as for Amélie Rives, 
the very name might fill the coffin seams, 
supposed to be invisible and indivisible, with 
the tiny lizards one sees disporting over the 
tombs and coffins in the cemeteries of New 
Orleans and the gaping sarcophagi of Pére 
la Chaise. 

The hotelkeepers would offer the only seri- 
ous objection that can be imagined against 
the air-tight coffin asasummer and winter 
resort. They are generally a worthy class. 
But if Dr. Tanner will perfect his coffin, 
hibernate for a month or two in it, ana come 
forth clothed in his right mind and say he 
enjoyed every minute he was away,” even 
the hotelkeepers will hade to succumb.

THE AMERICAN WOMEN’S GIFT TO FRANCE. 

An association of distinguished American 
women has been formed for the purpose of 
presenting to the French nation 4 statue of 
Washington. The project is one to be hearti- 
ly commended, Our best friend in the dark- 
est hour of National life, France received our 


| envoys with magnificent cordiality and 


opened to them not only the councils of her 
Ministers but the salons of her Capitai, 
where at that time the public opinion of the 
country was organized, crystallized, and given 
force in literature, society, and legislation. 
The favor shown Franklin, whose uncouth 
appearance was as delightful to the French as 
his superb wit and shrewd philosophy; the at- 
tentions showered upon Jefferson; the polite- 
ness extended to Gouverneur Morris, and the 
hospitality universally manifested for every 
man sent by the fathers to the court or the 
people, constitute the brighest incidents in 
the early melancholy days ef the American 
Republic. We have never lost the frienaship 
of the French people. The intrigues of Louis 
Napoleon damaged him with France more 
than they injured us during the Civil War; 
and as a compensation for his maladroit and 
unsuccessful maneuvering we enjoyed the 
personal aid of a number of gallant and ac- 
complished French soldiers, and had uni- 
formly the sympathy of the enlightened 
press of France. The sincerity of the Re. 
public of France in its good will to thé Re- 
public of the United States has been demon- 
strated in innumerable ways. Its last act of 
courtesy, the presentation of the Liberty 
statue, received at the hands of the Ameri- 
cans, who should have feit the highest pride 
in a proper acknowledgment of it; scant grace. 

The. heroic statue of Lafayette, which 1s 
one of the adornments of Union Square, 
New York, was the gift of the French to 
the Americans in 1876. The proposal of 
the American women to send to Paris a 
statue of Washington possesses, therefore, 
every element of vropriety and dignity 
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represented in this list. It may be that Mrs. 
Alexander Mitchell, who js accredited to 
Florida, should appear rather the represent- 
ative of the State in which her husband was 
so noted a public man. 

The women of Illinois will not hesitate to 
do their part in the laudable enterprise. In 
Chicago we can select any number whose 
cobperation would be efficient, Buen women 
as Mrs, Marshall Field, Mrs. H. O. Stone, 
Mrs. Potter Paimer, the ladies of the Fort- 
nightly and the Women’s Club will all unite 
in the support of a project whieh reflects the 
highest credit on American womanhood, and 
whose fruition will be an act of long overdue 
courtesy to the people of France, 

No authorized announvement of the choice 
of a sculptor has been made. But there is 
good warrant for intimating that Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens will be the choice of the great 
majority of the committee. There would be 
eminent propriety in the selection. He has 
studied the highest character in American 
patriotism and is the exponent of its heroism 
in the magnificent Farragut and Lincoln 
statues. In his own history he stands for 
the breadth and stability of the fundamental 
ideas of American republicanism. The son 
of foreign parents, one of them French, one 
of them Irish, his genius has become the 
just boast of his country; and a noble effigy 
of Washington by his hand will carry to the 
Republic of France many ideal truths whose 
political and moral significance will be worth- 
ily associated with its artistic beauty. 


A BRITISH VIEW OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
POSITION. 

The September number of the North Amer- 
ican feview contains a letter from a British 
Peer (which we print elsewhere) commend- 
ing highly the free trade position of the 
Democratic party in the United States, and 
claim that the Democratic free trade 
volley would be an enormous benefit to 
Engiand.. The name of the Peer is not 
given, but tue statement of the Review that 
the author of the article is a member of the 
British peerage is sufficient, as that publica- 
tion is not given to romancing. In accord- 
ance with its policy of giving a hearing to 
all sides the Review would naturally desire a 
statement of the British view of the tariff 
question, and while American readers would 
like to knowthe name of the author of the 
remarkable letter the assurance made by the 
Review, the first of American. periodicals, as 


to his character and standing will be ac... 


cepted as satisfactory. 

The British Peer, who writes from the 
Carlton Club, the great landlord and Tory 
club of London, says that after submitting the 
Mills bill toa number of Cobden Club men 
the unanimous opinion obtained was that 
America had come to common sense at 
last.“ In his opinion the Mills billis “a 
somewhat timid and tottering advance to 
free trade, and, after expressing great 
amusement that the Democrats should deny 
that “ theirs is a free trade party,” he adds: 
Nothing seems to us more inevitable than 
that the logic of events will force the Demo- 
cratic party to take decisive ground in favor 
of absolute free trade.“ By way ot iliustra- 
tion he cites the case of the Republicans, 
who, before the Rebellion War, used te pro- 
test that “they did not intend to interfere 
with slavery in the States,” but “now 
point to the overthrow of the system of 
human bondage as their greatest achieve- 
ment.“ As the Republicans, after declaring 
against slavery as a wrong and evil, could 
not stop short of its destruction, so he thinks 
the Democrats, after pronouncing protectaon 
“robbery,” must proceed to uproot and de- 
stroy it. 

Tue Trrevuns prints elsewhere this re- 
markabie article. It will be found well 
worthy a careful reading. Writing as a rep- 
resentative of the great capitalistic class of 
Great Britain this British Peer takes the 
ground that there should be “a territorial 
division of labor” and America should be 
content to become “the chief farmer of the 
nauons while obtaining its manufactured goods 
From England! America, he thinks, should 
be simply a grazing and farming Nation. 
„Her business should be that for which she 
is specially fitted—the vroduction of cheap 
food and raw materials for British manufact- 
urers.” England, on the other hand, while 
unable to bread her own people, has, he says, 
great advantages for cheap manufacturing— 
vast capital, trained mechanics, and wage- 
workers “accustomed to comparatively low 
wages both by habit and necessity.” Then, 
too, this British Peer says, England can at 
any time import labor from Belgium and 
other continental countries and can thus 
defy “the combinations and domination and 
strikes of workingmen who now seem to rule 
your (the American] industrial world.” The 
argument is that each nation should confine 
itself to what it can do cheapest, and hence 
England should have a monopoly of manu- 
facturing for America. 

This British Peer does not contend that a 
free trade policy could not destroy high wages 
in the United States. Indeed, he says with 
brutal frankness that high wages are an evil 
and cause workmen to become ambitious, 
independent, and “discontented.” He re- 
marks: 

And, after al 
wages tend? ts "ae iste Rog Foe tel * 
— off for a piano in his room or silken fineries 
or his wife and daughters? Do not these mock 
luxuries tend to dangerous discontent? Do not 
high wages encourage these r people to live 


above their station and to look f 
unattainable luxuries of the rich? e 2 


Hence, instead of striving to maintain the 
American rate of wages, this British Peer 
contends that the American people should 
exert themselves to get the cheapest goods 
and let forge and factory labor take care of 
itself. He admits that a free trade policy in 
the United States would “ stimulate British 
manufacturing interests to a wonderful de- 
gree,” but contends that the American people 
also, outside of the protected classes, would 
be benefited. 

This British Peer takes the old view as to 


the scarcity of workable capital in the United 


States. He forgets that in the last twenty 
years an enormous balance of trade in favor 
of this country has kept specie at home and 
enriched the United States, so that the cap- 
ital needed for home manufacturing can be 
obtained easily. He fails also to understand 
that American farmers, while desiring the 
cheapening of goods, do not want the ‘process 
carried so far as to impair the American 
wageworker’s ability to buy. The American 
farmers would rather sell to workmen who 
can afford “pianos in their houses” and 
“ silken fineries” than to a laboring

It was first 
impressed upon the Capital by a revolutionary 
deputation from Marseilles visiting Paris 
and singing it as they entered afoot. It has 
the rare distinction of having been con- 
demned as treasonable from its birth by 
every monarchy, and it was not officially rec- 
ognized by the Republic until the opening of 
the World’s Fair in 1878. ‘

Zodlogical 2 dogs. bears, buffaloes, 
and squirrels are the favorite designs. A 
carved cane of this style costs all the way 
from $10 to $30, according to the character of 
the mounting. An ear of corn fashioned in 
hardwood makes a stylish handle that will 
be much used. It is chaste without beimg 
dull, while possessing none of the objectiona- 
ble features of the zodlogical specimens. 
Mythical birds and animais, reptiles and hu- 
man monstronsities will all be in good form. 

The carved. canes are now made in 
this country. Every year the importations 
are growing less, while many London and 
Paris houses are doing a handsome business 
in American-made goods. Carved sticks have 
not attained the popularity abroad which 
they have achieved here, the European dude 
favoring metai handles or natural finished 
sticks. Most of the fancy sticks used in this 
country, however, are grown in Europe or 
South America. In Engiand and France the 
cultivation of young trees for canes is an 
established industry, which has become 
profitable. Entire nurseries are set 
apart for the purpose, and millions 
of hazel, numa, weichsel, and accacia 
sprouts are grown side by side. While the

SNAGS IN TRE MISSOURL

Navigation of the” 
Because of the Danger to Boats. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 22. Upon receipt 
of néws from St. Louis to the effect that the 
Missouri River had been practically closed 
to navigation by the refusal of the Board 
of Underwriters to accept any risks 
owing to the number 
of snags in the river, Representative 
O'Neill of Missouri telegraphed to 
Maj. Bingham, the engineer in charge of the 
improvements on the Missouri River, for par- 
ticulars. Today he received a telegram in 
reply stating that the Missouri. River Com- 
mission had recommended an allotment for 
snagging and had asked for a snag-boat. 
They could do nothing further until action 
had been taken by the Secretary of 
War. Mr. O'Neill also received a communica- 
tion from President John Jackson of the St. 
Louis Grain Elevator Company reciting the 
bad effects on the river trade and agricult- 
urists of the underwriters’ action, and 
adding that while the Missouri is thereby 
practically closed to navigation several snag- 
boats whose employment might have averted 
the disaster are idle and rotting at their 
docks near St. Louis.

For 
several weeks the market has shown 
wonderful strength, and attach it as 
they would the bears have found that there 
was a stubbornness in it such as has not been 
seen for years. They were fighting with 
forces the nature and strength of which they 
did not understand. 


| [HE FEW WHO APPRECIATED THE SITUATION. 


Only a few of the traders of recent. years 
have thoroughly appreciated the situation. 
Among those men is N. B. Ream, who was 
one of the first to comprehend the statistical 
condition of the market. He, as usual, made 
a study ot wheat which covered not merely 
this country but the whole world, and in- 


cluded the sending of agents all over the 


wheat producing territory of the West to 
gatner knowledge from tne fields where the 
grain was grown. Asa consequence he was 
a heavy purchaser some weeks ago, before 
the market had approximated its present ele- 
vation, and before he ieft for his summer va- 
cation ‘he covered into his private treasury a 
not far from $75,000. But it appears 
that Sven he did not appreciate the tide that 
was beginning to rise, for the market moved 
up, irregularly but positively, after he had 
dropped his holdings and while he was talk- 
ther bearishly in regard to prices. His 
case is a typical one. Several other great 
operators have dumped their loads from time 
to time. and the market proceeded to march 
along just as if no such persons existed. 
Meanwhile, many outside operators came in, 
and at times the trade was more general than 
it had been for months, perhaps years. Of 
late purchases of the cash stuff by such op- 
erators as B. P. Hutchinson and the rallying 
of a myriad of small operators into the mar- 
ket have given it a strong support. Just 
who has taken ail the wheat that has 
been. offered is not clear, for the 
exports have not been great, but somehow 


plaintef the difficulty of getting 
suitable material for their mills: 
THE CHARACTER OF THE MARKET. 

The market yesterday was not remarkable 
for its fluctuations when compared with the 
markets of previous days since the revival 
of confidence in wheat, but when the dollar 
notch, which had been so long looked for by 
the bulls, was reached tnere was a decided 


sensation. One 5,000-bushel lot of cash wheat 


changed hanas,and then the price eased 
back. There were about the same 
time. sales of 750,000 September in 
two lots at 99, and that option too 
sunk back, finally closing at 9444. The re- 
action was largely due to the fact that 
Hutchinson was indisposed to make it un- 
comfortabie for the bears and even sold 
some wheat himself. The cash stuff that 
sold at a dollar is of choice quality. It is, of 
course, old wheat and of peculiar value for 
milling purposes at a time when old wheat is 
running low and the buik of the merchanta- 
ble article will for. some time yet be so new 
as to require some of thc more mature grain 
along with it. It is wheat that came to this 
city last year at the time of the Hurper cor- 
ner, drawn here by the artificially high 
prices. The receipts have been carefully 
sorted over, and asa consequence yester- 
day’ssale may not be quite a fair criterion of 
the value of the contract grade in general. 
Dollar wheat has come, however, 
with all its prestige, and it need 
cause no surprise if both cash 
and September (which are nearly identical 
at this late date in the month) again sell at 
or above that figure, particularly as most of 
the wheat of these two classes appears to be 
controiled by the much-feared Od Hutch.” 
WHAT IT MEANS TO THE COUNTRY. 

What does this price mean to the country! 
Last year at this time No. 2 spring wheat 
sold in Chicago at about 70 cents, the range 
for the month of September being 673g cents 
to 71% cents and the average 693¢c. Call the 
advance 30 cents and the increase in the 
value of the wheat crop of the country is 


over $125,000,000. This is an enormous addi- | 


tion to the wealth of the United States. Of 
course there is no assurance that the price 
of yesterday will be maintained, but there 
is just as much reason to expect as 
high or still higher prices as 3 reac- 
tion. It is five years since wheat sold at a 
dollar a bushel, and meanwhile it has been 


down to about 66 cents. Having sold as high 


as $2.76 within the bu life ot several 
men now in active busi the shrinkage to 
that low point and the protracted period dur- 
ing which it remained at prices which were 
said to be below the cost of production pro- 
duced a gloomy feeling among business-men 
in the Northwest. It was said that our pros 
perity must rapidiy wane under such condi- 
tions. The Northwest and the whole coun- 
try continued to prosper and grow rich, 
nevertheless. What must be the result 
with the grain going back to the old stand- 
ard price? Such is the reasoning of shrewd, 
well-informed men. That a respectable pro-

IS ‘MARRIAGE A FAILURE? 


FRANCES E. WILLARD THINES IT A 
WONDER ir is NOT. 


‘To Make Sure of the Future, However, She 


Thinks Man and Woman Should Be 
Made Really Equal—The Deteriorated 
Man Should Be Shut Out of the Joys of 
Matrimony—Mrs. Frank Leslie Takes a 
Lighter View of the Question. 
Ox tHE Cans 1n Omöo, Sept. 14—[Special 
Correspondence.|—With ail its fauits, and 
they are many, I believe the present mar- 


riage system to be the greatest triumph of 
Christianity, and that it has created and con- 
serves more happy homes than the world has 
ever before known. Any law that renders 
less binding the mutual, lifelong loyalty of 


one man and woman to each other, which is | 


the central idea of every nome, is an unmiti- 
gated curse to that man and woman, to that 
home, and to humanity. Around this union, 
which alone renders possible a pure society 
of permanent state, the law should build its 
utmost safeguards, and upon this union the 
Gospel should pronounce its most sacred ben- 
edictions. But, while 1 hoid these truths to 
be self-evident, I bélieve that a constant evo- 
lution is going forward in the home asin 
every other place, and that we have but dim- 
ly dreamed the goc store for those whom 
God for holiest lov@fath made. In the nat- 
ure of the case the most that even Christian- 
ity itself could do at rst, though itis the 
strongest force ever let loose upon the planet, 
Was to separate one man and woman from 
the common herd into each hpme, telling the 
woman to remain therein in grateful quiet- 
ness, while the man stood at the door to de- 


tend its sacred shrine with fist and spear, to 


insist upon tts rights of property, and to 
stand for itin the State. 

Thus, under the condinoas of a civilization 
crude and material, grew up that well-worn 
maxim of the common law: “Husband and 
wife areone and that one is the husband.” 
But this supreme power brought to the man 
supreme temptations. By the laws of mind 
he legislated first for himself and afterward 
for the physically weaker one within his 
home. The Feme-Covert is not a character 
appropriate to our peaceful, homelike com- 


munities, although she may have been and 


doubtiess was a necessary figure in the days 
when women were safe only as they were 
shut upin castles and when they were the 
booty chiefly sought in war. 

LET WOMAN HAVE A voc. 

Today a woman may circumnavigate the 
world alone and yet be unmolested. Twenty 
years ago when I was traveling in Palestine 
a lady of wealth made the trip, tenting by 
herself and escorted only by a dragoman, as 
was our own party of ten men and three 
women. A.recent book, the name of which I 
have fergotten, givesa piquant account of 
the journey made by a party of American 
ladies, I think in Africa, and nothing is more 
common than the European rambles of newly 
fledged collegians of the gentler sex. Our 
marriage laws and customs are changing to 
meet these new conditions. It will not do to 
give the husband of the modern woman 
power to whip his wife, provided that the 
stick he uses must not de larger 
than his finger; to give-him the mght 
to will away her unborn child; to have con- 
trol over her. property; and in the State to 
make all the laws under which she is to live, 
adjudicate ail her penalties, try her before 
juries of men, conduct her to prison under 
the care of men, cast the baliot for her, and 
in general hold her in the estate of a perpet- 
ual minor. It will not do to let the modern 
man determine the “age of consent,” settle 
the penalties that men shall suffer whose in- 
dignities and ou toward women are 
worse than death, by his exclusive power 
to make all laws and choose officers, judi-

BEAUTY AND BURGOO IN/OLE KAINTUCK. 
The Sacculent Boone County Diet Served 
at the Great Carlisiq Barbecue. 


Cincinnati Znguirer, Sept 20: For the last 
week posters have been ¢ the Kentucky” 


and Baskets, Especially Baskets.’’ 
Yesterday the wildest anticipations of the 
most enthusiastic Carlisle manin the Sixth 
District were more than realized, It was a 
stand-off which had the better ef it, beauty, 


“the burgoo, or the baskets. Fifteen to twen- 


ty thousand people were on the ground, and 
Cincinnati was represented by at least 2,000, 
who went out to see how the thing was done. 

Twenty oxen, forty Southdown sheep, and 
150 lambs had been slaughtered, dressed, and 
roasted. A long trench had been dug in the 
ground for a distanee of 300 or 400 feet. This 
was filled with hardwood, and allowed 
to burn until the trench was half-full of live 
coals. Then hick spits were run through 
quarters of beef and mutton, the ends piaced 
on either bank of the trench, and the meat 
was roasted deliciously over banks of red 
coals. A hungry man could scent the feast 
twenty miles away. 


But the crowning glory of the feast was 
the burgoo. Burgoo indigenous to Ken- 
tucky. It cannot be imitated or counter- 
feited. All other brands are base frauds. 
It is said that epicures have traveled a thou- 
sand miles to get a square ce at the 
Kentucky burgoo, and in no quarter of the 
State is it made as perfectly as in Boone 
County. This is notonly tradition and story 
but an absolute historical fact. To appease 
the delicate appetites of the people in at- 
tendance at Mr. Carlisle's big meeting yes- 
terday only 1,000 gallons of burgoo were pre- 
pared. There must have been some over- 
sight about this, but no doubt it will be reme- 
died by the time of the next barbecue. 

The burgoo was made in two great kettles, 
one holding 700 and the other 300 gallons. 
The larger kettie was bigger and deeper 
than a weil. It was brought out on a freight 
car, and lifted to its position over the fire by 
a derrick. It is an ancient and historical 
cooking utensil, and has seen seventy-five 
years’ service in burgoo-making, and 
at barbecues given in honor of distinguished 
men for —5 a century. The smaller ket- 
tle is not nearly so venerable, but has a pedi- 
gree equally as good us that of its overgrown 
relative. 

The precise nature of burgoo is not known. 
It is a delightful ambrosial dish of mystery. 
The secret in Boone County has been handed 
down from father te son generation after 

neration. It is said that the recipe was 

rst given Daniel Boone by a -breed 
Preach Indian, and he in turn imparted it to 
one of Kentucky’s earliest pioneers. 

It is known that the boiling process goes 
on for several days, and it is suspected that 
green corn, tomatoes, carrots, pota squir- 
—7 chickens, and choice bits of 
lamb and beef are boiled up until nothing 
but the quintescence of all that is good re- 
mains. At any rate, ye gt ens not a * 
bone or a single particle lett. 
meat is polled down until only a delicate 
skein of tissue remains, and in true 
barbecue fashion is drank from a tin cup. 
When dinner was ready at 1 o’clock yester- 
day the ebony-hued attendants ladled out the 
savory broth a gallon or two at u time.

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THE FEMALE OONVICTS IN THE GREAT 
PENITENTIARY AT JOLIET. 


Even in Prison Woman Has Some Privi- 
leges Which Are Denied to Men—How 
They Dress, Work, and Pass Their Time 
—Mollie Mott’s Industry—High-Toned 
Mrs. Hermann Throwing Away Her 
“Good Time” How a Prison Baby 
Gets Its Airing. 

Few women commit crimes that send them 
to the penitentiary, Down at Joliet, among 


lated. It is up four fhghts of iron stairs and 
beyond a heavy door. The matron carries 
the keys, and when entrance is desired a bell 
isrung. As the door swings open a broad 
hall, airy and spotlessly seat, is disclosed to 
view. Woven rag mats of colors more cheer- 
ing than esthetic are placed at intervals upon 
the white scrubbed floors. At the right 
opens a large sunlit room. There are 
many windows, and they afford a pleasant 
view of the well kept grounds and more dis- 
tant trees. Ten women sit facing these win- 
dows all day .ong. Their chairs are in an 
even row, and they all have great piles of 
stockings in their laps, Withdarning needles 
and raveled wool they finish off the toes of 
the stockings sent up from the knitting 
machines down below somewhere in the 
shops. It is terrihly monotonous work. Two 
stiches of white wool and two of blue, back 
and forth, back and forth, until three dozen 
pairs are finished before dinner time, and 
another three dozen added to them at sunset. 
Seventy-two toes fastened firmly in the 
morn hours, 144 every day! Surely 
a wee routine, a truly penitential 
task. Out among the far-off trees. there are 
glimpses of roofs that shelter homes. Along 
the railway tracks there are many passing 
trains going east and west. The women 
keep their eyes bent on their work and if 
the outside scenes remind them of the free- 
dom they have lost they do not show it in 
their repressed, stolid faces. 

Every Sunday the work-room becomes 3 
chapel. T Sundays in the month the 
chaplain cortiucts services. A priest takes 
charge one Sunday and the other Sabbath is 
in the care of some benevolent women. 

Opposite the main room is the laundry. 
Washing is done every day. re is no

MOLIAE MOTT AT WORK. 

Next to the laundry is the dining-room. 

Between meals Mollie Mott sprinkies clothes 
upon the tables and superintends the other 
laundresses in the adjomimg room. In her 
prison b Mollie Mott is a trim looking per- 
son, and her downcast eyes give her a meek 
expression. There ie nothing that indicates 
her thirst for policeman’s blood; and as she 
is serving her tnird term she evidently en- 
joys the extreme exclusiveness of a resi- 
dence in Joliet. 
. The women sleepin dormitories. There are 
eight or ten cots in each dormitory. The 
beds are immaculate. The luxury of pillow- 
shams is allowed and is doubtless appre 
ciated as the one link to the feminine vani- 
ties of the outer world.

AFFAIRS IN THE MUSICAL WORLD, 


Engagement of the Abbott Opera Com- 
pany—Events to Come—Notes, 

With last evening the week of English 
opera given by the Abbott company at the 
Grand Opera-House came to a close. The 
répertoire has included the “Bohemian 
Girl,” “Chimes of Normandy,” “ Mikado,” 
„ Trovatore,” and Balfe’s Rose of Cas- 
tile.’ The engagement has been highly 
successful niarily, the house having 
been crowded each night. Considered from 
an artistic point of view it would be 
difficult to account for the popularity of the 
Abbott company, for, while it embraces a 
number of artists who can be relied on to do 
satisfactory work, the weakest point is the 
prima donna. Emma Abbott has for years 
been the best advertised prima donna in the 
country, and it is this fact rather than ar- 
tistic merit which enables the organization 
of which she is the head to draw 
such houses. Miss Abbott’s voice, which was 
never anything remarkable, has certainly 
gained nothing, but rather deteriorated in 
quality during the years she has peen 
before the public. Her upper notes are 
reasonably strong and effective when she de- 
sires to make them so, but the medium tones 


are comparatively weak and ineffective, : 


especially in concerted music, in which 
her part is sometimes inatdible. Sing- 
ing at six evening rformances and 
two matinées each week is extremely trying 
to any voice, and Miss Abbott saves hers by 
using the mezzo voce whenever possible. 
This habit is carried to such excess as to be- 
come extremely disagreeable. Notes with 
which a“ point“ can be made with tue audi- 
ence receive special attention, being worked 
for all there is in them,” other parts of the 
phrase 8 Correspondingly neglected. 
It would a pleasure to hear 
the phrases of even a single song 
delivered in a straightforward manaer 
with due regard to phrasing and light and 
sbade, of course—but without slighting any 
portion. If Miss Abbott’s voice must be 
spared the natural fatigue attendant on so 
many 8 another soprano could 
probably be obtained to relieve her some- 
what. It is certainly unjust to expect the 
public to put up with less than 
the whole opera sung in the best man- 
ner of which the performers are capable. 
The public does not pay to hear a prima 
donna spare her voice almost to the yanish- 
ing point. If the work is too heavy for one 
there is no good reason why it should not be 
divided. 

The most thoroughly artistic work of the 
season, all things considered, was done by 
Mr. Broderi in his impersonation 
of the old mier, Gaspard, m the 
“Chimes of Normandy.”

Sioux City Corn Palace is practically 


The plan of the palace this year is much 
more elaborate than the original palace of 
last year. Work began weeks earlier than 
last year, but there was so much more work 
to be done that there was barely time to 
| have everything in readiness for the formal 
opening. The period of the corn palace 
festival is from Sept. 24 to Oct. 6, inclusive. 
The corn palace this year preseuts many 
contrasts—or, rather, many points of supe- 
riority—to that of last year. The structure 
is more conveniently located. It fronts west 
and south on Pierce and Sixth streets, being 
just opposite the court-house and just on the 
verge of the business heart of the city. The 
building is a great improvement on last

year’s palace. The latter was the crudest 
sort of frame roughly sheeted with boards. 
The roof was like the sides, and, although 
both roof and sides when decorated seemed 
solid, the appearance was deceptive. When 
it rained, as it did the last day of the festi- 
val, the thatch was a sieve and water beat 
in through the sides, rendering the whole 
interior a miserable place. 

The structure this year is quite a substan- 
tial one. It is frame work, but the sides are 
tight and the roof is shingled like that of an 


ordinary dwelling-house. It will be com- 
fortable in any weather. Extraordinary pre- 
cautions have been taken against fire. Hose 
connections have been made and metal pipes 
arranged, so that the entire building can be 
drenched with water at a moment's warning. 
The exits areso ample thattwo minutes 
would be time enough to empty the floors, no 
matter how crowded they might be with 
visitors. ; 

The corn palace is a square building, cover- 
ing aspace exactly 150 by 150 feet. The ex- 
terior lines are fairly represented in the ac- 
compaoying cut. The hexagonal tower over 
the main entrance, on the corner of Pierce 
and Sixth streets, rises 110 feet. It has a 
diameter of twenty-four feet. Running 
around the entire exterior of the square walis 
is a gallery thirty feet deep, which is reached 
by a broad stairway at each corner. The 
galley 1s fourteen feet in the clear above 
the grand floor, and the ceiling of the gal- 
lery is also fourteen feet in the clear above 
its floor. The gallery thus looks upon a great 
square court or hall. Over this rises the 
main roof or cupola, which hasa span of 
seventy feet and a central hight of seventy- 
five fect.

Its roof was sustained by great 
poles, much like a circus tent.
